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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The scope of clainns 8, 16, and 17 has been changed requiring further consideration and/or search. For 
example, claim 8 adds specificity as to where the friction material is treated, claim 16 now specifies edges (vs. sides), and claim 17 now 
recites parallel sides. Also, since the proposed new figures were not part of the original presentation, the new figures raise the issue of 
new matter.
